Washington, March 28—[Special] — 
The findings ( f the Maine board of ic- 
qulry were rep rted to both houses of 
congress today. 
It is made no O' 
eight parts, as follows: 


1. At the time of the explosion ore 
battleship Maine was lying in five and 
one-half to six fathoms of water. 
2.

The explosion occurred at 9:40 
o’clock in the evening of February 15. 
There were two explosions, with a very 
short interval between them. The ship 
lifted on the first explosion. 
4. The court can form no definite 
opinion of the condition of the wreck 
from the divers’ evidence. 
5. There are technical details of 
wreckage, from which the court 
de­ 
duces that a mine was exploded under 
the ship on the port side. 
6. The explosion was due to no fault 
of those on board. 
7. 
In the opinion of the court the 
explosion of the mine caused the ex­ 
plosion of two magazines. 
8. 
The court is unable to find evi­ 
dence to fix the responsibility. 
The report is signed by all the mem­ 
bers of the court. 
It does not refer 
to the existence or non-existence of 
mines iii the harbor, except in the 
specific finding that a mine was ex­ 
ploded under the ship and the opinion 
that the explosion of the two maga­ 
zines was caused by the explosion of a 
mine. 
The report is brief, not exceeding 
1,800 words, and goes in the greatest 
length under the second heading, which 
deals with the discipline and order of 
the ship. This the court specifies with 
extreme minuteness, every detail of 
the satisfactory condition of every­ 
thing on board being given.

The receipt of Minister Woodford’s 
message this morning placed a differ­ 
ent aspect on the war situation, and 
it is believed (Spain is 
preparing to 
humble itself at the very threshbold 
of war. 
Despite this fact, however, 
preparations at the war aud navy de­ 
partment are unabated. 
It is semi- officially declared that an 
armistiee will be declared in Cuba un­ 
til October, during which time the 
United States will feed the starving 
Cubans with Spain’s assistance. 
In 
the meantime negotiations for the 
practical independence of the island 
will be continued. 
Spain will consent 
to this program. 
The Maine affair 
will be considered a separate incident, 
either for settlement by arbitration or 
some other peaceful means.

The conoi.ntradots will be al­ 
lowed to return to their homes and re­ 
sume the cultivation of their farms. 
3. 
Spain will grant autonomy to 
Cuba; she will give that island prac­ 
tically the same government which 
Canada enjoys under Great Britain. 
The autonomy plan is to be put into 
operation by April 30. 
Cuba is to pay 
Spain 85,000,000 per year for ‘twenty 
years and Spanish sovereignty is tj 
continue forever. 
4. Upon the 
acceptance of these 
propositions by the Washington 
eminent, Spain will order a cessation 
of hostilities in Cabs, and if the iosur 
gents refuse to accept the very liberal 
terms offered the United States will 
assist Spain lh coercing them Into sub­ 
mission. 
In the event congress will 
not vote supplies to our soldiers em­ 
ployed in Cuba for the purpose of ex­ 
terminating the insurgents, President 
McKinley pledges that he will wash 
his hands of the whole Cuban business 
and leave the insurgents to their fate.

and turning it over on its side.

another track, but besides being de­ 
railed no further damage resulted. 
The buffet car, sle per and day coachee 
behind suffered no damage.

Word was at once tele­ 
graphed to Chicago, and boon the 
wrecking crew were en the scene 
clearing up cho debris. 
It required 
i bree hours’ time to clear up the 
tracks, 
The mail was removed from 
the wrecked mail car to the baggage 
car, and the train then puller out for 
this city, arriving here four hours 
late. 
The train was filled with passen­ 
gers from one end to the other, and 
not an empty seat was to be found. 
That the accident was not one that 
lr vol ved great loss of life is owirg to 
the f *et that the train ai the time was 
running at about the rate of ton miles 
an hour, the scene cf the accident be­ 
ing within the city limits of Chicago. 
Railroad men say that the accident 
was the result of the switch being out 
of order, but many who immediately 
alighted from the train say it was 1 1 
perfect order.

This explains the 
remarkable 
de­ 
struction wrought. 
The explosion is 
thus shown to have combined the force 
of a mine without and two magazines 
within. The two explosions which the 
court finds to have occurred, with a 
very short interval between them, is 
an additional detail showing that two 
forces operated in causing the destruc­ 
tion. 
The feature of the report of deepest 
Interest to the navy is the complete 
exoneration of Capt. Sigsbee and all on 
board contained in the second finding, 
setting forth the perfect order and dis­ 
cipline prevailing on the ship, and more 
directly stated in the 
sixth 
finding, 
which declares the disaster to be due 
to no fault of those on board. 
The inability of the court to find ev­ 
idence to fix responsibility, as stated 
In the eighth part, makes the report so 
guarded in expression of blame 
that 
neither Spain nor the Spanish are men­ 
tioned throughout.

God iu his word speaks to us as he 
has spoken to all past generations ie 
many ways. 
He speaks by doctrine, 
by admonition, by threat and promise, 
if by any means our attention may be 
awakened and our interest in divine 
things quickened; 
But in 
no way» 
does He speak to us t*o strikingly aud 
bo significantly as by the great ques- 
lions which be now and then prc- 
p mads to us. 
toany of them 
cany 
their answer w th them, and we are 
compelled to a u s te r them at our peril, 
one way or the other. 
One of tnese 
questions is the one Jetus asked bb 
diciples: 44 Whom say ye that I am?” 
Aud again, “ vVhat think ye cf Christ?” 
We caunot avoid toe answer, and can­ 
not brush it aside, nor 
etcape the 
responsibility. 
Then there is that 
other great qaestiou ‘-What shall it 
profit a man if he shall gain the whole 
world ar.d lose his own soul, or what 
ehall a man give in exchange for his 
soul?” How that question comes home 
to those who, in an age of worldliness, 
think that their life consists in the 
abundance of the things which a man 
possesses. 
But the question 
in the 
text is the greatest of all, for it in­ 
cludes all the others, ‘ flow shall we 
escape if we neglect so great salva­ 
tion ?” 
The answer to it is vitcl to 
eternal interests. 
The speaker compared the old and 
the new dispensations, aud said if the 
Jews of olden times were held so 
greatly responsible, how much more 
so are we, with our latter-day full rev* 
elation of the divine mission of the Son 
of Man. 
The word is 
tappet-* oy 
the Lord himself and confirmed by 
those who heard him, and by the 
Father himself, who said, “ This is my 
beloved son.” 
There are two things that impi ess 
one with a sense of the divine power, 
majesty, and glory, tee mental law 
within us ana tue starry heavens 
above. 
God created the universe simply by 
the word of his mouth, but in the re­ 
creation and the salvation of a human 


B o u l , more than this was necessary. 
Only through the death of the Son cf 
God can life come to the immortal 
soul. 
The text involves three things, first, 
th at men are in danger, their immor­ 
tal souls are in peril. 
Second, that 
there is a way of escape provided. 
As 
the pc ii is greas the salvation is no 
less great, it is adequate for the end 
involved. 
Third, the mode provided 
is the only possible way. It is through 
Christ alone, through the neath 
sacrifice of the Son of God that salva­ 
tion can possibly come. 
How shall we 
escape if we rn gleet so great salva* 
tion, wrought cut by the eternal Son 
of God himself.

istence both in the present life and in 
that which is to come.

truths of religion are as inc nteotible 
as are the great truths of science, and 
each ie in harmony with the other.
